Dealing  with  the  times  of  the  weak-minded  King  Ahab  and  his  idolatrous  wife, 
Tezebel.  it  sets  before  the  reader,  in  the  attractive  form  of  a  tale,  something  of  the  domestic  as  well  as  the  mil- 
itary lite  of  those  troublous  times.  Perhaps  its  most  valuable  feature  is  the  carefully  drawn  and  life-like  por- 
trait of  a  Bible  character  too  little  known;  namely,  Micaiah,  the  prophet  who  was  courageous  enough  to  tell  the 
king,  in  the  presence  of  his  army  and  in  contradiction  of  the  flatteries  of  hundreds  of  false  prophets,  that  his 
forces  would  be  scattered  and  he  himself  slain  in  the  coming  battle  with  the  Syrians. 

The  interest  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  exquisitely  pure  love  story  that  is  interwoven  with  the  stirring 
historical  events.
